It’s time for a 
new budget

In the early 1990s, the Alberta government set the 
standard for having a clean and closely controlled fiscal 
framework. The focus of that fiscal framework was on 
eliminating deficits and debt. Today, Alberta faces a 
period of surpluses and savings yet the fiscal frame¬ 
work has not been adjusted to reflect this reality. It is 
time for more discipline and transparency by way of a 
Savings and Surplus Management Act. 

Recent budgets have shown a propensity for rapid 
spending increases, for ad hoc capital spending plans, 
and a seemingly random system for putting aside money 
in the Alberta Heritage Fund. 

Alberta has had various policy and legislated fiscal 
rules going back at least 30 years. These include Peter 
Lougheed’s commitment to put 30 per cent of future 
resource revenues into the Heritage Fund when it was 
created, the Deficit Elimination Act in the early 1990s, 
the Balanced Budget and Debt Retirement Act in the 
mid-1990s, and the Fiscal Responsibility Act later in the 
1990b. 

It is noteworthy that the introduction of fiscal rules 
with clear objectives has been followed in short order 
by the attainment of the stated objective. A sizeable sav¬ 
ings account was established within four years of the 
creation of the Heritage Fund. The deficit was eliminat¬ 
ed within two years of the introduction of the Deficit 
Elimination Act and the net debt was eliminated four 
years after the introduction of the Balanced Budget and 
Debt Retirement Act. Simple fiscal rules with a clearly- 
defined objective appear to be an important part of 
achieving that objective. 

It is now a similar time to when the Heritage Fund was 
set up, yet our fiscal rules are largely still those suited 
to a period of deficits and debt. This has to change. 

The Alberta government should save more of its non¬ 
renewable resource revenues. Non-renewable resource 
revenues are not like other tax revenues. An analogy 
perhaps explains it best. A baker receives cash from 
selling bread, pastries and cakes. This is analogous to 
personal, corporate and sales taxes as well as to fees 
from services and other regular tax revenues. The baker 
can also get cash by selling his oven. This is analogous 
to the revenues received from non-renewable 
resources. Royalties in particular are not so much rev¬ 
enue as they are the result of converting an asset from 
one form to another—from a physical asset, oil or gas in 
the ground (like the baker’s oven) to a financial asset, 
royalty payments (like the proceeds from the sale of an 
oven). 

In this context, the fact that only 8.(i per cent of non- 
renewable resources in Alberta from 1977 to 200. r ) went 
into the Heritage Fund, while over 90 per cent went into 
general revenues, is problematic. 

1 propose new fiscal rules in the form of a Savings and 
Surplus Management Act with tin- following new fea¬ 
tures: 

• Double the real (i.e., inflation-adjusted) dollar 
value of the Heritage Fund over the next 10 years. 

• Put a fixed portion of budgeted resource royal¬ 
ties into the Heritage Fund annually. An annual contri¬ 
bution of at least $3.5 billion in today's dollars, over and 
above the amount needed to inflation-proof the 
Heritage Fund, would double the fund to $70 billion in 
10 years. 

Alberta’s experience with legislated fiscal rules has 
been a good one, but the rules have not kept pace with 
reality. With a new Savings and Surplus Management 
Act, Alberta can once again set the standard for the age 
of surpluses and savings. It is time for leadership on sav¬ 
ings and Alberta setting a new standard for budgeting in 
an era of surpluses.

A present for our next premier

Being that most 
Albertans are engrossed 
with the provincial election 
(ok, maybe 'engrossed' Is a 
bit of an overstatement) it 
should be no surprise the 
Allterta government's third 
quarter financial snapshot 
was released recently to lit¬ 
tle fanfare or attention. The 
recent announcement of 
yet another large surplus 
($4.2-billion) likely didn't 
even raise an eyebrow, con¬ 
sidering we haven't had a 
deficit budget since 1993-94 
in All>erta. If anything, it 
merely gave most AU>ertan.s 
a tacit assurance that each 
party's laundry list of elec¬ 
tion promises could be ful¬ 
filled without too much 
worry. 

Unfortunately, this not 
the cast*. 

What the third quarter 
iqKlatc did show is clouds 
on the fiscal horizon. 


For starters, natural gas 
royalty revenues came in 
some $813-million lower 
than expected in the budget 
and over $200-million lower 
than just three months ear¬ 
lier. This is worrisome as 
natural gas royalties are the 
Alberta government's sec¬ 
ond largest source of rev¬ 
enue. This is the third 
straight quarter of lower 
than expected natural gas 
royalties and will be a sec¬ 
ond straight year of lower 
than expected natural gas 
royalties. 

Fortunately, bitumen and 
crude oil royalties, as well 
as personal and corporate 
income taxes are higher 
than expected - kicking in 
an extra $3.8-billion - more 
than off-setting the loss in 
natural gas royalties. 

Even Albertans with 
short memories should 
recall what happened in 
2001 when natural gas 
prices and revenues lagged. 
The Klein government 
attempting to stay out of 
debt reduced spending by 
$1.3-billion by: eliminating 
community lottery boards, 
freezing hiring, cutting 1 
percent out of every depart 
ment, and deferring mil¬ 
lions in infrastructure proj¬ 
ects. 


While Alberta is not yet in 
a position of having to 
make cuts, they may not In* 
too far off; es|>eoially con¬ 
sidering the reliance the 
Ali>erta government places 
on using non-renewable 
resource revenues to fund 
increased spending. 

Total revenues in 2007-08 
art* slated to be $37.98-bil- 
lion. Higher than expected, 
but lower than the $38.02- 
hillion collected last year. 

Still, the AllH*rta govern¬ 
ment receives the most rev¬ 
enue per capita in Canada 
In fact, the BC government 
is only projected to collect 
1.3 |>ercent more revenue 
next year than Alberta is 
slated to collect this year. 
Yet, BC has 26 percent 
more citizens to provide 
services for than Alberta 
does. 

What this means is that 
'out-of-control' spending in 
Alberta is catching up to 
our 'we-have-no-control- 
over' revenues. 

Our stagnating, but high 
revenues would be fine if 
spending was similarly 
stagnating, but Budget 2007 
increased spending by 17 
percent or $4.8-billion. 

Revenues down by $33- 
million, program s|>ending 
up by $4,847-million. 


But, hey don’t worry, 
we’ve got a $4.2-billion sur¬ 
plus, right? Well, sort of. It 
may In* technically correct 
according to our current 
accounting rules, but it's 
important to keep in mind 
that the $4.2-billion surplus 
doesn't include the new 
$2.2-billion debt the govern¬ 
ment took over from the 
teachers nor does it include 
some $2-billion of capital 
investment not included as 
an expense. Add those in 
and our surplus vanishes 
into the ether. 

Last fall, the Canadian 
Taxpayers Federation ran 
the numbers and projected 
that if nothing changes the 
Alberta government will 
run a budget deficit in 
Budget 2009. 

The IV Party, the Alberta 
Liberals and the Alberta 
NI)P have all made expen¬ 
sive promises during this 
election. No matter who is 
victorious, a tight financial 
position will be awaiting 
the winner. 

This will likely mean one 
of two things: taxes or debt 
will have to go up to fulfil 
the spending promises 
made during this election, 
or electoral promises will 
have to be forgotten to 
keep a balanced budget.

Two Didsbury men 
were arrested and 
charged in connection 
with an incident at a 
house party in town Feh.

The mother of one of 
the party-goers, who 
wished to go unnamed, 
expressed her outrage 
over the incident. 

“During the past few

I want 
to remind everybody that 
it is happening right here 
in our own backyard and 
will continue to escalate 
unless some deterrent or 
serious consequence is 
enforced,” she said. 

“As a long-time resident 
of Didsbury and a parent 
of a teen that was a wit¬ 
ness to the assault and 
who has given a state¬ 


ment to the RCMP, I am 
truly distressed, disgust¬ 
ed and discouraged 
that...thugs continue to 
intimidate and undermine 
the safety of the residents 
of our town." 

The parent said the 
incident has left her con¬ 
cerned. 

“As a parent, I am 
afraid for my child,” she 
said. “The feeling of help¬ 
lessness these children 
must have felt while 
watching the needless 
beating of a young man 


who tried to advocate for 
a peaceful environment is 
frightening to me and 
should be for other par¬ 
ents of our community. 

“Parents please help to 
empower our children to 
speak up against this out¬ 
rage." 

An investigation into 
the incident is ongoing, 
say the RCMP. 

McTavish will appear in 
Didsbury Provincial 
Court March 10, and 
Wilson will be in court 
April 7.

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Colts bumped from postseason party 


Locals thrashed in five-game series

With a minute left and their goal tender perched on the 
bench in favour of an extra attacker, the Mountain View 
Colts' offence blared for the game-tying goal. 

But their efforts didn’t result in the puck crossing the 
goal line, and the Colts were eliminated in the final game 
of their best-of-five first round playoff matchup with the 
Three Hills Thrashers last Wednesday. 

The Thrashers took the game by a final score of 3-2, on 
the strength of a dominating first period. 

“We had to weather the storm for the whole first period, 
they came at us really hard," said Colts coach Cliff 
Murphy. 

While the locals thought a better second period could 
turn their fortunes around, injuries snuffed their momen¬ 
tum. 

Colts left-winger Kobie Freeman capitalized on a first 
period power play, while skilled defenceman Matt 
Richardson notched an even-strength marker in the third. 

Carstairs product, Evan Miller stood tall, stopping 42 of 
45 shots sent his way. 

To get to game five, the Colts needed to dodge elimina¬ 
tion in their home date with the Thrashers on Monday. 

Didsbury took control of the match, playing with a 
renewed edge and more potent powerplay, scoring on two 
of five man advantage opportunities. 

“All through we felt if we played our style of hockey and 
60 minutes that we would be successful," said Murphy. 

Didsbury sniper Mike Arnold had two goals, while the 
team's leading scorer Jeff Clazie had the other. 

Tile Thrashers’ playoff victory saw them progress to a 
second round match with the Stettler Lightning. 

During the regular season the Colts finished fifth in the 
northern conference with a record of 16-14-4-2. 

Colts’ goaltenders Miller, and Jason Amason finished 
10 and 20 respectively in puck-stopping stats. 

Overall the Colts were a young, inexperienced group 


that Murphy says progressed throughout the campaign. 

“We hit a lull right before Christmas, but once we start¬ 
ed to get healthy during the latter part of December, 
everything started to click," he said. 

“Our young guys were able to play a role where they 
could improve and not have to be relied on. We came a 
long ways during the last two months of the season.” 

Murphy says, as a team’s season comes to an end, it’s 
natural to start looking forward to next year. 

“I think we've got a pretty good start to next year,” said 
Murphy, adding that their only loss will be retiring veter¬ 


an Clazie. 

The speedy Didsbury native led the team with 60 points 
in 38 games. Clazie's best moments came in the second 
stanza, collecting 30 of his points in the middle session 
“It’s hard to replace 70 points a year, but if we’ve got 
four or five guys getting ten more points than they did this 
year, then there you go.”
